We believe that you violated the Animal Welfare Act (7 U.S.C. § 2131 et seq.) 
(AW A), as described below. 


Date of Violation: November 27, 2012 

9 C.F.R. § 2.126(b) Access and inspection of records and property. A 
responsible adult shall be made available to accompany APHIS officials during 
the inspection process. 

You failed to make a responsible adult available to accompany APHIS 
officials and complete an inspection of your facility. 

Date of Violation: February 5, 2013 

9 C.F.R. § 2.126(b) Access and inspection of records and property. A 
responsible adult shall be made available to accompany APHIS officials during 
the inspection process. 

You failed to make a responsible adult available to accompany APHIS 
officials and complete an inspection of your facility. 

Date of Violation: April 1, 2013 

9 C.F.R. § 2.40(b)(2) Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinary care 
(dealers and exhibitors). Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain 
programs of adequate veterinary care that include: the use of appropriate methods 
to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries. 

You failed to provide adequate veterinary care for the following 
animals at your facility: 

1) A very thin and nursing female black and white boxer whose back 
bone, ribs, and hip bones were clearly visible and there was no 
appreciable muscle mass on her torso; 

2) A very thin and nursing female brindle boxer whose back bone, ribs, 
and hip bones were clearly visible and there was no appreciable muscle 
mass on her torso; and 

3) A male black and white Bull terrier whose eye surfaces had a cloudy 
appearance and the whites of his eyes were red, and that had hair loss 
on the left side of his neck and face. 
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Date of Violation: April 1, 2013 

9 C.F.R. § 2.50(a)(2) Time and method of identification. A class “A” dealer 
(breeder) shall identify all live dogs and cats less than 16 weeks of age on the 
premises. 

You failed to identify four weaned puppies on your premises. 

Date of Violation: April 1, 2013 

9 C.F.R. § 3.1(c)(2) Housing facilities, general. All surfaces must be maintained 
on a regular basis. Surfaces of housing facilities— including houses, dens, and 
other furniture-type fixtures and objects within the facility— that cannot be readily 
cleaned and sanitized, must be replaced when worn or soiled. 

You failed to repair and/or replace a hole in the solid wall under the 
egress door in the enclosure housing two terriers, and several places 
throughout the facility with buildup on the metal enclosure dividing 
walls. 

Date of Violation: May 2, 2013 

9 C.F.R. § 2.40(b)(2) Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinary care 
(dealers and exhibitors). Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain 
programs of adequate veterinary care that include: yhe use of appropriate methods 
to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries. 

You failed to provide adequate veterinary care for a Bull terrier with 
eye problems. The attending veterinarian diagnosed the dog with 
glaucoma and prescribed eye drops. You failed to give the dog the eye 
drops as prescribed. 

The penalty for the alleged violation(s) described above is $6,643. 
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
